He is answered in every part of 
the country by an earnest, prayertul, patri- 
otic cry for peace. Nowhere, except in 
the Congress of the United States, is war 
or the spirit of warto be found; and there 
the bellowing followers of Bellona are led 
by one who is execrated more universally 
and more positively than any other 
citizen of the world. There can 
be mo peace so long as such 
terms as “rebel” and “traitor” disgrace our 
political vocabulary. Yet they will dis 
grace it so long as the people of the North 
allow themselves to be deceived by the 


appeals which are made to passivns that 


are themselves a diagrace to the manhood 
and the sagacity of the American charac 
There is at this moment the most 


peace in the South. 0 far it has been re- 
ecived only with open distrust, with wan- 
ton epithets, with proscriptive measures, 
with unworthy threats, with occasional 
chicane and whinterrupted faithlessness. 
We do not charge this bad record to 
the deliberate intention of the peofile of 
the Nerth. It is simply a part of that 
compact partisan machisery which has 
grown so periect as to be easily handled, 
in epite of the people, by corrupt and reck- 
less officials. These have been aided un- 
doubtedly by the lack of organized and 
efficient opposition, which will most prob- 


_ ably pever aseert itself in a hopeful form 


until we have journeyed out of the shad. 
ows which are cast upon our path by the 
broken arch-ways of our Union and the 
desecrated bell-towers of our Constitution; 
until the echo of drums ceases to be music 
to any one; until we have reached that

The great moral to be drawn from the singu- 
lar fate of Marcus Aureiiu: is, that when, 
through some victesiiude of time or chance. we 
becomé Emperors Of Rome, we should be vers 
careful how we trifle with the untrammele4 
wrath of December thunders‘orms. This is a 
mouth in which it is seldom “that heaven's ar- 
tillery thuoders in the ekies;"’ but when it does. 
it bebooves the crowned heads of Rome to stand 
from under. Enough. The aspiring youth of 
the land are warned. Let them heed the warnirg 
when ther successors to the Capsars, or 
take the uences a8 they come.
